Liberalized regulations for con- 
necting customer-owned equip- 
ment, such as computers, to local 
and intrastate long distance tele- 
phone networks have been filed 
with the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission, Illinois Bell Telephone 
said today. 

Similar regulations recently 
were filed by the AT&T Company 
with the Federal Communica- 
tions Conlmission. They .cover, 
the connection of customer-own- 
ed equipment to interstate long 
distance services. 

Purpose of the relaxation of 
present regulations, a~ company 
spokesman said, is to accommo- 
date the broadening requirements 
for specialized services, and at 
"the^sametime protecfrthe quality 
of communications' services to 
the general public.

Some, 
however— Jarvis thinks 20 per 
cent— succumbed within 24 hours 
and showed none of the patholog- 
ical symptoms of the majority.

Tissues were 
torn and damaged beyond recov- 
ery), the ones who died within a 
day still had sound and elastic 
crop muscles. 

This is the puzzle that Jarvis Is 
working on, simulating field con- 
ditions in controlled experiments, 
and also force-feeding anaesthet- 
ized geese to get precise notes on 
physiological changes that occur, 

Jarvis thinks that dry autumns 
also may be associated with 
crop-impaction deaths in geese. 
Geese really like corn more than 
anything else, but in a dry year, 
soybeans will be harvested ear- 
lier, leaving plenty or waste left- 
overs for the Canadas to feed on 
until corn is available. 

The soybeans ban seems to 
hove worked last year.
